It is a current rumor that there is a painful 
disagreement among the counsel for the Cro- 
nin suspects growing out of Forrest’s domi- 
neering methods and lack of ready money.

Lonpon, Sept. 8.—Both sides of the Thames 
are talking about tomorrow’s race for the 
champidnship of the world between O’Con- 
nor and Searle. It requires something, too, 
out of common to arouse enthusiasm in peo- 


ple who have seen Haulan win in a style that 


seemed to stamp him ds of different clay 
from his fellows, who have seen Beach, who 
defeated Hanlan, send such an oarsman 
as Gabdaur to the rear, and who 
have seen champions almost beyond 
number rise and fall. Still, the people 
who héve seen ali this look 
to the ©’Connor-Searle race with as much 
enthusiasr as if the championship races on 
the Thames occurred but once in fifty years. 
Four days ago the betting was 15 to 10, and 
for thirty minutes the odds ruled 6 to 4 in 
Searle’s favor. These odds were too big to 
suit the Australians, whose pockets were 
lined with gold, and they were too small to 
suit the Canadians. The latter wanted 2 
tol, but the odds gradually grew smaller, 
until today they vanished and even money 
was the cry. The change in betting can be 
accounted for in two ways. Searle was the 
best man in the world to his backers until 
they saw O'Connor, and the confidence of 
O’Connor’s backers in their man told men 
who never bet on sentiment that perbaps 
there was more than one wonder in the 
aguatic world. 

The start is by mutual consent. To such 
a start O’Connor is unaccustomed. He isa 
quick starter. To him the pistol shot means 
to getaway. But of what use to him are his 
quick starting powers when he is compelled 
to wait until his competitor is ready to go? He 
wanted the pistai shot or word of mouth to 
start, but this was overruled, his 
representatives being greatly in the minor- 
ity at the meeting at which the pre- 
liminarjies were agreed upon, Then, 
too, O'Connor has: never rowed upon tide- 
water. All his ruces have been rowed upon 
Searle is at home on tidewater. 
In a race between men who are in strength 
and skijl evenly matched these drawbacks 
should bount in the betting, but they have 
failed to do so, and tonight the indications 
are that O'Connor will be the favorite betore 
the mei are sent on their journey of four and 


one-half miles. The race will be rowed on 


what is known as a dead “ide. It 
will de dead only in comparison with 
the spring tide, which has a current of 
from four to five miles per hour. Tomorrow’s 
tide will run at the rate of about three miles 
an hour. Watermen who have for weeks 
been lopking at both men in practice expect 
the winner to make wonderfultime. The 
fastest time over the championship course 
was made a few years ago by Charies 
Brightly, who covered it in some- 
thing over twenty-two minutes with 
the aid of a fast tide. It is expected 
that tomorrow’s winner will cross the 
finish on a dead tide inside of twenty-three 
minutes. In the race each man will be ac- 
companied by one of the London Rowing 
club’s fast twelve oared boats. Each boat 
will beimannéd hy experienced watermen. 
It wad supposed that eignt cared cutters 
would be sufficient to show the way: that is, 
seven men at the oars and a guide commonly 
known as the man who takes him up,” but 
this proved to be a mistake. Such 
a cutter crew went out with O’Con- 
nor one day’ It contained Wallace Ross, 
George Lee, Charles Moand, Tom Gibson, 
and Bill East. The cutter crew got down to 
its work, and as soon as O’Connor straight- 
ened owt the man in the bow yelled to his 
crew to put beef into their stroke. They 
did so. and he yelled for more coal until 
every furnace was red hot, but all to no pur- 
pose. e single sculler went away with 
every stroke, and it was demonstrated on the 
spot tat seven oarsmen couldn’t carry a 
guide and coxswain as dead weight and show 
the way to the champion of America. Both 
sides are in doubt. Each thinks its man has 
a chance to win, and that about describes the 
situation.

Lox box, Sept. 8.—The lord mayor of Lon- 
don, Bishop Temple, and Cardinal Manning 
have written a joint letter, in which they re- 
count the négotiations conducted by them 
with the dock companies with a view to the 
settlement of the strike. They express sur- 
prise at the strikers’ repudiation of the 
terms agreed to by the dock companies, and 
deciare their opinion that if the men continue 
the strike they will forfeit tne sympathy 
hitherto accorded them. 

The Jord mayor told Mr. Tillett that ne and 
Mr. Burns ought to have resigned when the 
men declined to accept the compromise. Mr. 
Tillett; explained that the compromise was 
rejected because it would have created diffl- 
culty with the wharfiogers, who had already 
conceded six pence. 

The strikers held another large meeting in 
Hyde Park today. The proceedings were or- 
derly. 

Mr. Burns in a speech declared it wasa 
mistake to suppose that be had agreed to the 
proposal of the arbitrators. He invited the 
strikers to declare whether or not they 
would accept the proposal. A loud shout 
of “No” went up from the crowd. Mr. 
Burns, continuing, said the strike committee 
were prepared to hold out for three weeks 
more, but he believed the directors of the 
dock companies would concede the strikers’ 
terms before another week had passed. 

Mr. Tuiett visited the loru mayor this even- 
ing and proposed new terms, to commence in 
October. The lord mayor demurred, but 
promised to use his best endeaiyors to per- 
suade the dock directors to agree to the 
terms. 

It is probable that a compromise will scon 
be arranged on the basis of increased wages, 
beginning in November.

Panis, Sept. 8.—To fully appreciate the 
decadence of Boulangism it is necessary to 
contrast the present with the recent past. 
The difference is striking. No longer do we 
see royaiist deputies courting en masse the 
honor of being admitted to figure as Bou- 
langer’s candidates. The patronage which 
afew months ago seemed so precious, and 
80 essential even, is noW regarded as rather 
compromising. Several coaservative candi- 
dates, Jacques Pion, one of the most infiu- 
ential members, and the Comte des Daaze 
among them, have protested against their 
names appearing on the list of candidates 
whom Boulanger specially recommends to his 
supporters. This is significant. Men who 
yesterday sought Boulanger’s patronage and 
repudiated it today have evidently come to 
their opinion after carefully studying the 
public sentiment of the country and sound- 
ing the ground they are.to tread at the elec- 
tions. That popularity which the chief of 
the national party enjoyed for a period has 
vanished into thin air. Boulanger himself 
cannot but perceive his star is waning even if 
it has not already ceased to twinkle.

PREPARING FOR NEXT SEASON'S WAR 
OF STEAMBOAT LINES. 


The Graham & Morton Company wm 
Place on the Route to St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor a Sidewheel Boat to 
Cost 8$230,000—The Contract Lep to 
Congressman Wheeler, the Bay City 
Shipbuitder—Her Size, Furnishings, and 
Guaranteed Speed. 

Waen the south sent forth the ironclad 
Merrimac to annihilate the navies of the 
north tne Monitor ere long was at Hampton 
Roads to give her battle. 

Something like this will occur next spring 
in the war of the steamboat lines between 
Chicago and St. Joseph, Mich. When the 
Detroit and Cleveland Steam Navigation 
company sends its big sidewheeler City 
of Detroit back to renew the war with the 
Graham & Morton line over the excursion 
business to the Twin Cities of Michigan she 
will be met by a steamer which, the Gra- 
ham & Morton people claim, will far excel 
her in size and elegance of equipment, and 
will outrun her so easily that there will 
never be a race. 

The war of the two companies this season 
lasted 100 days. It has been the main topic 
of talk among steamboat men, and the vary- 
ing fortunes of the contestants have excited 
t vast deal of comment. In the most excit- 
ing race eyer run on Lake Michigan the 
Graham & Morton’s Puritan won a great 
victory Over the City of Detroit the morning 
after July 4, but im a number of subsequent 
encounters the Puritan was worsted. 

It became plain as the season progressed 
that the commodiousness and accommoda- 
tions of the City of Detroit were the most 
attractive to excursionists, and if the war 
was to continue from season to season she 
would win the cream of the trade. Then the 
Graham & Morton people took a careful look 
over the enemy’s stronghold. They said: 
“She is a fine boat; we will build a better 
one. She is a fast boat; we will build one 
that will outrun her. If we buy peace our 
enemies will become iegion. We will fight 
to the end.“ 

To build the steamer demanded by the 
situation meant a good deal of money, but it 
was figured out that $230,000 would foot tne 
bill. Tue people interested in the line did 
not hesitate a day about expending so large 
a sum, and the plans were accordingly 
drawn. 

PLANS OF THE NEW BOAT. 

The contract for the construction of the 
new steamer was closed last week with Con- 
gressman F. W. Wheeler, the Bay City ship- 
builder. The hull will be of steel, with steel 
collisign bulkheads, boilerhouse, bunkers, 
and a part of the maindeck. Her dimen- 
sions will be as follows: Length, over 
all, 230 feet; beam, or width of hull, 
34 feet; beam, over all, 60 feet; 
depth of hold, 13 feet. She will have a large, 
roomy cabin, handsomely furnished in 
mahogany and lincrusta walton, and con- 
tain eighty or more staterooms. The 
general finish of the cabin and staterooms, 
including all the furnishings, will be equal 
to anything on fresh water. Like all lake 


by*electricity, but in addition will havea 
full complement of chandeliers and lamps. 
In capacity the new steamer will far ex- 
ceed anything now sailing from this port. It 
is expected she will carry 1,500 people com- 
fortably.

gine. The contract was finally given to 
Fletcher & Co. of New York for the engine, 
which is to be of the compound pattern. The 
paddle wheels will be of the featnering style. 
By thé terms of the contract the steamer is 
guaranteed to make seventeen miles un hour 
regular and eighteen and a half miles when 
necessary. It is believed she will exceed 
from a half to a mile an hour when the ma- 
chinery is worn smooth and the boat is 
pushed. 

The boat is to be com pleted by June 1, 1890, 
and will at once goon the day run between 
Chicago and St. Joseph and Benton Harbor. 
The Puritan, now the day boat of the line, 
will become the night boat, and the Lora, 
the present night boat, wiil be disposed of. 
The policy of the line bas hitherto been not 
to give meals on its boats. This will now be 
changed and dinmgrooms ana kitchen will 
be placed in the afterhold of the new steam- 
ers. 

AIMS OF THE LINE, 

„% We have looked over many steamers,” 

said Mr. J. S. Morton, the secretary of the 

company. but we could find nothing that 
exuctly suited the needs of our trade, and 
were forced to build. We long beid to the 
idea of a propeller, but finally adopted the 
siaewheel style of boat as best adapted to the 
excursion business.“ | 

“Did this season’s war have anything to 
do with your building?” 

“ Yes; it just put off for a year the plans 
we have long had under consideration. We 
were on the point of closing the contract last 
season, when the news ot the purpose of 
the Detroit and Cleveland people reached us. 
We thought we had better wait awhile to see 
how we came out. We have dove so and 
now see our way clear.“ 

„What of those stories that you have 
bought off the Detroit and Cleveland company 
not to send the City of Detroit back next 
season!“ 

* do not know anything more about them 
than youdo. They went the same as they 
came, without our having anything to say 
about it. We have run our line as though 
they were not here. Our timetable, our 
freight charges, and our tickets are just the 
same as they were when we had no compet 
tion. Our aim now in investing so much 
money in the new boat is to care for the 
heavy excursion traffic to St. Joseph, which 
has been built up from year to year. We in- 
tend to give the lowest possible fare, wneth- 
er we have the City of Detroit running 
against us or not.” 

That such a steamer is to be built for the 
excursion traffic by lake from this city shows 
the great growth of the business within two 
or three years. In that time the number of 


people seeking pleasure on Lake Michigan 


has fore than been quadrupled, and this sea- 
The traffic 
will doubtless continue to be rapidly devel- 
oped with the increased capacity of the serv- 
ice unless some great marine disaster, like 
the loss of the Alpena, again occurs on Lake 
Michigan. After such an event the passen- 
ger business of the lake lines drops to a low 
ebb, and it takes long before people again 
are tempted to take lake trips.

CHIEF SITTING BULL AS A POISONER 


He Did Not 1 John Grass, but Is 
Poloning the Minds of the Redmen. 

‘Bismarck, N. D., Sept. 8—[Special. |— 
While there bas been altogether too much 
moonshine in the report sent out to the ef- 
fect that Sitting Bull had been arrested on 
suspicion of heving poisoned Chief Joho 
Grass, the fact remains that there is no little 
suspicion and distrust among the Indians. 
Grass was not poisoned. Agent McLaughlin 
has just returned from the bedside of Grass, 
who has been at the point of death for some 
time, and reports the great chief convales- 
cent. He states authoratitively that Grass was 
overcome by the heat, and as one of the 
effects a swelling was formed in his throat. 
To reduce the swelling he used a gargie of 
kerosene oil freely, and the strain was 80 
great that it caused hemorrhage, which 
came near sending the most politic and dip- 
lomatic Indian of the Sioux nation to the 
happy hunting grounds. He is now resting 
well, and in the opinion of Agent McLaugh- 
lin will recover. 

The report that Sitting Buli Was arrested 
for poisoning Grass was a most malicious 
and mischievous report, and can accomplish 
no good. There is sufficient distrust 
and suspicion against the obstreperous 
old kicker without resorting to un 
truth to increase his unpopularity. The 
fact is, the Indians adore Grass, and since 
his prostration have given themselves com- 
pletely to their superstitions. Many of 
them were only too willing to believe that 
be had been poisoned at Sitting Bull’s insti- 
gation, and at private councils of the friends 
of Grass Sitting Bull was denounced in the 
most savage terms. As for Sitting Bull's at- 
titude, he Jooks upon the illness of his victo- 
rious rival with caim indifference, but never 
fails to express his sincere regrets when in 
the presence of the friends of Grass. 

During the last few days the Indians’ su- 
perstitions have taken a new and novel turn. 
Hundreds of them are now thoroughly con- 
vinced that the illness of Grass is the just 
retribution visited upon them by the Great 
Spirit for having signed the treaty ceding 
their lands to the whites and are wondering 
if it is possible for them to withdraw their 
signatures and undo their evil work. 

One old squaw, wailing and bemoaning as 
she came from the home of the stricken 
chief, exclaimed between her sobs: O, 
why did we give away our lands and rob 
our children?” This exvoressed the query 
in the minds of a large faction 
of the Indians, who, under the lead- 
ership of Grass, had consented to the 
opening of the reservation, but who now be- 
lieve that they are to be made to suffer for 
their terribie mistake. Here it is that Sit- 
ting Bull has done his poisoning. He did not 
poison John Grass, but he has taken ad- 
vantage of his sudden iliness, following so 
closely his grand victory*in inducing the 
Indians to to poisén the minds of 
the Indians wi the same mysterious 
charm and ineXbaustibie cunning which 
made him the great leader during 
the Custer campaign and gave 
him credit for the victory which he never 
won. He is now monopolizing the friend- 


ship of the great spirit and loses no time to. 


convince the superstitious warriors that he 
was in the right when he opposed the open- 
ing of the reservation. As proof he points 
to the manner in which the great spirit has 


prostrated John Grass. In all probability |

Entangied in the Ropes of a Balloon He 
Makes a Perilous Trip in the Air. 

PoRTLAND, Ore., Sept. 8—An exciting and 
thrilling incident occurred here this evening. 
Prof. P. H. Redmond, an aeronaut, was to 
make an ascension this evening in a hot air 
balloon. Just as the large airshipsailed away 
skyward Hddie Hall, aged 12 years, became 
entangled in the ropes attached to the 
trapeze. His neck got caught in a half poose, 
and the boy could not possibly extricate him- 
self.

SAYS ALD. M’CORMICK STRUCK HIM. 


Gen. Mead Accuses the Saloonkeeper Poli- 
tician of Attacking Him. 

Gen. F. J. Mead of No. 99 Walton place and 
Patrick Minogue. whose place of business is at 
No. 13 South Clark street, were assaulted at 
Clark and Michigan streets about 9 o'clock last 
night by a party of three men, two of whom 
Gea. Mead and his companion claim were Ald. J.

„O. this is Aid. McCormick; he’s all right.“ 

Gen. Mead protested that McCormick was 
more deserving of arrest than the other man, but 
Ane officer promised that the alderman would be 
in court this morning and aliowed him 
his liberty in spite of ‘the remonstréance 
of Gen. Mead, sending the one prisoner to the 
station. The third man, who is unknown, es- 
ecaped.

His BULLET Hit THE WRONG MAN. 


Shot, at a Cabdriver and Wounded His 
Roommate—Stabbing A ffrays. 

A bullet intended for a cabman entered the 
brain of Alberto Bement, editor of the Master 
Steam Fitter and Heating Angtneer, shortly betore 
II o'clock lust night at Cass and Illinois streets, 
inflicting a serious wound.

Duncan Mackay.

Nor will any damage be done in

was in office this unprofitable expenditure of 
ten millions was saved. The money which 
the gambler now gets remained in the till of 
the merchant or the pockets of the clerks 
and workingmen or fed and clothed their 
families. Yet no pulpit echoes wita de- 
nunciation of the mayor who allows these 
“ hells” to run wide oben. Some ministers 
have a great deal to say about the beer and 
whisky bill of Chicago, but nothmg about 
the gambling bill. Of the gross sum spent 
for beer and whisky, however, two millions 
go into tue city treasury and a million or 
more into that of the federal government, 
Of the money blown in at the gambling ‘ells 
every cent goes to the gambiers. The sale of 
liquor is legal; gambling is forbidden. Why 
is it then that these preachers have so much 
to say about the mayor’s Sunday saloon 
policy and so little about his gambling pol- 
icy? Are they afraid to antagonize Hankins 
and McDonald and the keepers of the other 
twenty-eight hells? 


THE TOBACCO TAX NEEDED FOR THE PEN- 


; SION FUND. 
The movement ia the south for the aboli- 
tion of the taxes on tobacco and fruit brandy 
will have to be abandoned. Even if these 


taxes were removed the benefit would nearly 


all go to middlemen rather than to producers 
and consumers. The price of leaf tobacco is 
fixed like the price of wheat and pork by 
what the surplus product will bring in for- 
eign markets, and hence the producers would 
not be likely to gain anything worth consid- 
ering by the removal of the federal tax. Nor 
would prices be materially cheapened to con- 
sumers. It might be thatin consequence of 
the repeal of the tax on tobacco retail deaiers 
could afford to sell for nine cents cigars that 
now bring ten cents, but such a change would 
not be made. Ine retailer would maintain his 
old price on all kinds of tobacco and get a 
higher profit, while produces and consumers 
would remain where they were before. The 
middlemen would absorb pretty much all 
thut the treasury would lose by the abolition 
of tbe tax, and that was thirty-one millions 
last year. 

But if it could be shown that producers 
and consumers would get all the advantage 
flowing from a repeal of the tobacco tax 
there would remain insuperable. objecuons 
to such action. The indications all are that 
from this time on there will be less and less 
occasion for concern about a surplus in the 
treasury, but a necessity for the government 
to retain all its present sources of revenue to 
avoid a deficit or an increase of the public 
debt. In order to keep the treasury surplus 
as an issue during the presideutial year the 
Cleveland administration, which had really 
increased expenditures and cut its financial 
cloth in a way calculated to eat up revenues 
and prevent further accumulations in the 
treasury, made a false showing by refusing to 
appropriate enough money to meet the obli- 
gations itincurred. Pension Commissioner 
Black was the chief actor in this perform- 
ance, and while apparently reducing the 
total pension expenditure by $2,000,000 he 
added tens of thousands of new names to the 
pension rolls and rerated and advanced pen- 
sions to other thousands so as to make an 
extra demand on the treasury of from $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000. Black, who of course 
acted by connivance of Cleveland and his 
cabinet, sought to dissipate any idea that the 
Democratic party was unfriendly to the ex- 
union soldiers by making prodigal pension 
grants and allowances, particularly in Indi- 
ana, Connecticut, New Jersey, and New 
York, states then supposed to be doubtful 
by Cleveland and his cabinet. Yet the ap- 
propriation bills were drawn to conceal the 
heavy extra demands Black was making on 
the treasury, hence a large deficit was left 
for the Harrison administration to face, and 
the pension demands are now runuing the 
monthly public expenditures of the govern- 
ment above the receipts. — 

The public, then, may as well understand 
that without any change in the tariff or in- 
ternal revenue, and while the government is 
still working under the apprupriation bills of 
the Cleveland administration, the treasury 
surplus is vanishing, and that before long 
the chief question will be how to avoid a 
deficit and an increase of the debt. The ap- 


propriations made by the last Democratic 


Congress will eat up 58 millions of the sur- 
plus, and that, too, without making provision 
for the 20 millions increase of pensions dur- 
ing tne last eighteen months of Black: 
The appropriations of 1887-'88 were. fey ee 
The appropriations of 1888-890 were. . . 306,985,544 
‘Democratic increase.......... ....8 58,250,083 
Not to be outdone by his Democratic prede- 
cessor Tanner has proved himself fully the 
equal of Black as a pension rerater and so- 
called “‘surplus buster.“ The policy which 
Biack had adopted was not abandoned when 
he left office, but was followed by Tanner 
with increased zeal. Tanner has rerated 
pensions when no application was made for 
anything of the kird, and has surprised oid 
ex-union soldiers holding influential offices 
by unexpected gifts of from $3,000 to $5,000 
each. Tanner cannot tolerate the idea that 
Black should be more distinguished than he 
for getting money out of tne treasury and 
scattering it into the pockets of claim agents 
and pensioners. His reckless and lavish 
course has already provoked an official in- 


voestigation; but whatever the result of that 


inquiry may be it is clear that the demands 
on the government for pensions will go on in- 
creasing rapidly, and nothing will atop 
them, and the treasury will veed all its rev- 
enues to meet them. Not a cent of the 
tobacco tax can be spared. Congress is 
about ready to follow in the footsteps 
of Black and Tanner and supply by actual 
legisiation what they could not reach by ex- 
travagant administrative methods. The sur- 
vivors of the war are growing old; infirmi- 
ties of age are creeping upon them, and the 
demand will grow stronger that every man 


‘who wore the bine uniform in the war be 


put on the persion roll whether he suffered 
any injury from his military gervice or not, 
or whether he performed any service or not. 
“Service pensions” will be granted 
sooner or later. It will be impossible 
to discriminate between the deserving 
soldiers who saw service and those who 
were at the front but a few weeks or months 
or never left their states, and spent only a 
few closing months of the war in schools of 
instruction. All are to be pensioned. That 
is the intention whether the taxpayers like 
it or not. Every surviving ex-soldier will 
have his name put on the roll. The office- 
seeking leaders of both parties will continue 
to bid against each other for their votes. 
How is this enormous increase in public ex- 
penditures to be met? The pension appro- 
priations must next year reach $125,000,000. 
The year after they will probably be $150,- 
000,000, or nearly half the cotal expenditures 
of the government, and more than the cost of 
maintaining any standing army in Europe. If 
ailthe present internal and tariff taxes are 
retained the country can stand this burden, 
provided there is no increase in the rate of 
pensions and the service pension is limited 
to about $8 per month. If, however, all are 
pensioned, and rerating is followed accord- 
ing to the methods of Black ana Tanner, 
bundreds of millions of bonds will have to be 
sold and the public debt increased in order 
to avoid a bankrupt treasury, or else the re- 
pealed war taxes will have to be restored.

A MISSISSIFPIAN'S N OF THE RACE 

In reply to an invitation extended by the 
Memphis Appeal to Mississippians to express 
their mews on the question of the increase 
of the negroes in the delta counties, where 
they ate already largely in a majority, Mr. 
R. H. Wildberger of Clarksdale contributes 
a long letter to that paper, in which he en- 
courages the policy of making the negroes 
landowners. A few extracts from his letter 
will give the general tenor ot bis scheme. 
Mr. Wildberger says: 


. a svrinkling of L negroes in every 
commuhity, and that sprinkling is ig in- 
earning in this section, where the laborer’s 


arnings are large and he is protected in the 
enjoyment of them, ana encouraged to save and 
become a landowner. The prices of land nere 
und surplus earnings he can here accumulate 
are such that he can ome a landowner in a 
few years, 
Right here around me I see them the owners of 
land, small farms, which they are making more 
valuable every year. All these landowners are 
aposties of law and order. Increase their num- 
ber and you control the idle and shiftiess ele- 
ment. for there is no getting around the logiciof 
facts to which they are daily witnesses. We 
want more small farme and we offer every 
inducement to the negro to own his own land. 


While we have little faith that Mr. Wild- 
berger’s views are shared by any considera- 
ble number of Whites in his section, still it 
must be conceded that they are sound 80 
far as landownership is concerned. It is, 
however, when he attempts to make a polit- 
ical application of them that his incon- 
sistency becomes apparent. He is of opin- 
ion that the landowning negro will not be 
subservient to the Republican party, but he 
bases his opinion upon unique reasoning. to 
the effect that to convince the negro that the 
southern people are his friends and that his 
interests are identical with theirs will settle 
the quéstion of race troubies, and that this 
can only be done by other than south- 
ern leaders—by leaders of his own race 
who have beeome convinced.” But how is 
the negro to be convinced by denying him his 
political rights? Does Mr. Wildberger think, 
for instance, that the recent negro hunt and 
horrible massacre at Minter City in his own 
state and at Gouldsboro in Louisiana will tend 
to convince negroes that the southern whites 
are their friends and that their interests are 
identical? Is such a policy as this likely 
to induce the negro leaders tg preach this 
doctrine to their people? Mr. Wildberger’s 
remedy for the race troubles—namely; land- 
ownership—is good so far as it goes, but it 
needs reinforcement before it can be made 
effective. If the Mississippi whites would 
give the negroes the chance of landowner- 
ship and of education and concede them 
their political rights the race problem 
would oon be on the road to mn 


“THE AE DANGER OF ourorra 

The bolicy of une absurd ‘‘cutoff” people 
has borne the fruit which Tue Trisune told 
them weeks ago it would. It has excited a 
feeling of hostility to the drainage bill in u 
quarter where opposition is most dangerous 
—on the west side, with its vast army of 
voters. There has been so much said about 
the necessity of cutting a big channel from the 
lake near Eighty-seventh street a dozen miles 
across lots to the Desplaines—a canal which 
will cost at least a million for land damages 
alone and the equal necessity of making a 
vast cutoff ditch in the northern part of the 
county from the Desplaines to the lake, with 
a “harbor of refuge” at Grosse Point, and a 
ship canal from there to the North branch, 
all costing many millions of dollars, that 
some of the west siders have gotten it into 
their heads that they are to be taxed almost 
to death to provide navigable channels, docks, 
wharv@s, water power, and what not, for the 
benefit of the Hurd-Cooley clique of the 
north and some other syndicate of specu- 
lators of the south, while they are to get 
nothing. 

There was a meeting of residents of the 
west division Saturday night at which Mr. 
Hurd made a plea for his utterly useless cut- 
offs. He was so far from convincing his 
hearers that the chairman of the meeting 
was directed to appoint a committee repre- 
senting every ward to fight Hurd’s scheme 
for boundaries to the sanitary district— 
boundaries which are made unnecessarily ex? 
tensive—so that these cutoffs may be con- 
structed for private benefit at public ‘cost. 
Such a feeling is being worked up on the 
west side that there are fears that if the 
drainage commissioners seem by their course 
to indorse the cutoff folly through the Calu- 
met région and the “Skokie slough” a 
section of the city which casts more votes 
than all other portions of the proposed drain- 
age district added together will vote against 
organization under the law. If this happens 
those Alone will be to blame for it who have 
been insisting that millions must be 
spent for utterly (unnecessary works. 
Are they ready to shoulder the blame? It 
must be remembered that voters are not fond 
of voting taxes on themselves, and that many 
who have as yet suffered no inconvenience 
that they are aware of from the present defect- 
ive drajnage system will have to be argued 
with pretty strenuously to get them to vote 
for something which, even with no cutoff, 
will cost many millions and the expense of 
which they will have to bear. Mr. Hurd told 
the west siders that the deep cut alone woula 
cost from seventeen to twenty-one millions, 
but consoled them by the statement that as 
bonds would be issued it was the future that 
would have to pay the debt. But there is 
not much future“ in bonds which have to 
be paid, principal and interest, within twenty 
years. For the law requires the trustees to 
levy a yearly tax which shall pay the inter- 
est on these bonds and also provide for their 
extinguishment ia twenty years or less. In 
view of these facts it is not wise to crowd the 
—T too hard, or he may kick. 

THE OLD STORY AT GOULDSBORO. 

The alleged race war at Gouldsboro, La., as 
was to be expected, turns out to have been an 
unprovoked attack by an armed mob of white 
ruffians upon a picnic party of colored peo- 
ple whith had been given under the auspices 
of some Baptist churches in the suburbs of 
New Orleans. They awaited the return of 
the train, armed with Winchester rifies, 
made ah assault which was premeditated for 
the purpose of inducing the negroes to re- 
taliate, and when one of the latter had the 
courage to face the ruffians and defend him- 
self with his revolver this was made the 
signal tor indiscriminate firing at the. 
negroes. Not content with stampeding them 
and killing and wounding some of them, 
the cowardly mob then burned their church 
and plundered some of their houses: 

The outcome of this. infamous assauit con- 
firms what Tux TRIBUNE has said before this 
that when attacked it is only here and there 
that a negro will assert his rignts and stand 
up and defend himself. The cowardly ruf- 
fians who attack them know this and are 
aware that they will stampede like sheep at 
the first fusillade. The New Orieans Tunes 

however, is disposed to tell the 
truth about the occurrence and to place the 
responsibility where it belongs. It says that

‘Monuments, however, have been erected to 
men who have displayed less courage than 
that shown by the negro at Gouldsboro who 
‘was riddled with bullets because he had the 
‘manliness to defend himself when assaulted. 
‘When will the end of this ruffianism and mur- 
dercome? It has gone far beyond all political 
pretexts and has become wanton barbarism. 
Tue state which tolorates and condones it 
will soon cease to be civilized.

MX. GLApDsTONE was interviewed the other 
day in London just before his departure for 
Parison Balfgur’s Irish Catholic university 
scheme. He was in a cheerful mood and rid- 
He said, 
quoting from a speech he made in 1868, in re- 
‘ply to one by Lord Mayo suggestifig an eu- 
dowment of the Dublin Catholic univer- 
‘sity, that all such schemes were dead 
before they were born.” With dry sar- 
asm he compared Balfour’s proposal to 
the home rule scheme which Lord Car- 
narvon proposed to Mr. Parnell, but 
which Carnarvon afterwards repudiated 
and then prevaricated about. Mr. Glad- 
stone insinuated by this that Balfour’s 
performances would fall short of his promises 
as they are interpreted by the Irish ultra- 
montane bishops. For himself, Mr. Glad- 
stone said he would oppose the scheme with 
vigor and resolution, and he had no fear of 
‘a split with the homerulers on the issue. It 
was quite evident from the general tone of 
the grand old man’s observations that he 
was rather pleased that Balfour had raised 
this issue. The English and Scotch liberals 
would be as a unit against it. The nogcon- 
‘formists of England and Wales, the Presby- 
‘terians of Scotland, and the Irish Prot- 
estants will oppose any such scheme. Tue 
declarations of the English Protestant aili- 
ance and of the grand master of the British 
Orangemen during the week on the question 
indicate that if the tories persistin urging 
the scheme there will be a serious defection 
from the tory ranks. Mr. Chamberlain nas 
been trying to reconcile -the secularists of 
Birmingham with the proposal, and has re- 
sorted to a subterfuge for that purpose. He 
advises the presentation of a resolution in 
favor of a denominawonal university 
for Ireland on the ground that Scot- 
land has den6minational colleges. But 
tne latter are being gradually secularized. 
Mr. Chamberlain is more reactionary than 
usual. He can hardly earry the Birmingham 
‘secularisis with him into the tory ultramon- 
tane camp. Mr. Gladstone may well regard 
the prospect with cheerfulness. Not with- 
standing Mr. Davitt’s pettish attack on his 
leader, whom he is too anxious to criticise on 
the slightest provocation, Mr. Gladstone has 
confidence in Mr. Parnell and in his lieuten- 
ants. He understands their position and 
shrewdiy guesses that in expressing satisfac- 
tion at Balfour’s performances they are only 
drawing the tory ministers on. There would 
be poetic justice in the overthrow of the 
tomes because of their alliance with the 
Irish ultramontane and the English vatican 


party. 


| James E. Campsetu, the protection Demo- 
crat who is running for Governor of Ohio on 
a free trade platform, was ia New York last 
week, and in reply to- an inquiry about 
the campaign said “its issues were the weil 
understood ones on which the national

CRONIN JURY SUSPECTS, 


Washington Post: We shall expect now to 
see Chicago set herself up as an intellectual 
center, and point with pride to the fact that she 
cannot find twelve citizens sufficiently ignorant 
to be entitled to sit as jurors in the Cronin 
case. 

Philadelphia Ledger: In one of the coun- 
ties of Georgia, it is said; there is a town of 1,600 
inhabitants of whom less than a score are sub- 
scribers to any newspaper. The Cronin jury may 
yet have to be imported from there if the coun- 
sel for the defense are to be suited. 

Boston Globe; The case of the Cronin sus- 
pects’ is certainly the most tedious judicial 
bungie ever seen on this continent. It is high 
time that the wit and wisdom of this practical 
nation invented some substitute for the present 
cold-molasses method of impaneling jurors. 

Keokuk Gate City: The Cronin trial strug- 
gles on with the jury selection. Dozens of in- 
telligent men are rejected because “ they have 
read the papers.“ Ignorance, dense and vast, is 
the prime requirement for selection in that case. 
An asylum for feeble minded will probably fur- 
nish proper material, 

Cievelana Leader: There is consolation in 
the fact that the more precaution that is taken 
at this stage of the trial the less liability there 
will be for grounds for error in the event that a 
verdict of guilty is rendered. Itisacase of the 
greatest importance outside of the fact that the 
lives of several men are at stake, and great care 
should be taken that no mistakes are made at 
the beginning. ; 

New York Man: There is one thing which 
the American people expect, and that is that the 
trial will be conducted with expedition, and that 
popular sentiment will not be allowed to cool by 
the long delay of justice. It may bea lorg time 
yet before a jury is obtained, as there are at least 
one hundred peremptory challenges to be dis- 
posed of. If the judge and luwyers are intent on 
justice the objections will be 3 less dificult of 
removal. 

Cincinnati Commercial Gazette: There is an 
extraordinary state of things in Chicago respect- 
ing the trial of those suspected of the murder of 
Dr. Cronin. The long struggle in procuring a 
jury is a tiresome one to the public. It is the 
usual wrestle to eliminate the intelligence ofa 
community. We have such peculiar ways of doing 
justice in this country that if a citizen has in- 
formed himself as to the merits of a case he is 
not wanted to pass legally upon it. 

Nashville American: In these days of news- 


papers and all the modern facilities for the rapid 


dissemination of news the rule which disqual- 
ifies all who have formed opinions has become 
antiquated, and serves only to defeat the ends of 
justice in cases of such gravity as to command 
public attention. There should be considerabie 
reform in the law regulating trials by jury. The 
system is the surest safeguard against tyranny 
and oppression through the forms of law and the 
machinery of courts, but some of the details are 
unwise, out of date, and subversive of the ends 
of justice.

Huge waves broke over the surf promenades 
in front of the Manhattan and Brighton 
Beach hotels and dasbed against the iron 
piers at West Brighton, causing them to 
vibrate with the terrific force of the shock. 

High tides also prevailed aloug the New 
Jersey ana Staten Island, threatening con- 
siderable damage to property. At a late hour 
tonight no serious casualties had been report- 
ed, however, 

About hälf-past 4 in the afternoon, 
when 2.000 or 8,000 people—men, women, 
and children—were sitting and standing 
along the sands watching a few 
hundred bathers sporting in the surf 
wich was breaking gently on the beach, a 
huge wave broke over them without warn- 
ing and rolled away up on the beach to the 
platforms of the hoteis. A general rush was 
made for safety, but ail got soaked to the 
skin. As the wave receded it carried many 
women and children with it for some dis- 
tance, and they were saved with difficulty 
The bathers clung to the lifelines, and many 
oft them were thoroughly exhausted, alter 
the battle with the huge breaker. 
The wave swept over seventy-five 
feet up the beach beyond the usual 
high water mark and made a clean sweep of 
luc fakers’ stands, photograph gaileries, and 
other structures which lined the beach trom 
Hamei’s to near the big hotel. Afterward the 
ocean assumed its normal movements and 
the surf, though rougher than usual at this 
season, rolled easily in until 7 o’clock, when 
the tide turned ine beach was the scene of 
great excitement for two bours until évery- 
body was datisfied that no lives had been 
lost.

He Stoutly Maintains That He Went Over 
the Falls. , 

New York, Sept. 8—([Special.|—Steve 
Broaie arrived in the city today from 
Niagara Falls and wentstraight to bis saloon 
in tne Bowery. He appeared to be in a 
badly shattered condition, and looks as if he 
had gone through the roaring Horseshoe 
falls or a rdaring drunk. In many places his 
arms are back and blue, 
bands is badly broken, and his eyes are 
sunken and lack their natural light. Brodie 
Was much incensed at the doubt expressed 
as to whewer he actually went over che 
falls. He says he did go over, and this is his 
version of how he did it: 

“The party that accompanied me,“ he 
said, “ consisted of Louis Ledger, Ernest Jar- 
roid, and Johnny McCarthy. Whitiam 
Harding, who is stopping in Toronto, joined 
us at Ciftop, Canada. We left here at 8 
o’clock Friday night and arrived at Clifton at 
8 o’clock ute next day and put up at te 
Waverly hotel. We drove to the falls to find 
out how thé current ran at the point where 1 
proposed to go over and at the same time 
buried my suit, so as to have it ready when 
we wanted it. I went to ved at half past 9 
that night, but could not sleep, and lay wssing 
in my ved until neariy 3 O clock in the ‘Mora- 
ing, when I gotup ana called the rest of 
them. Weleft the hotel at half past 3 clock 
for the falls 

„Wo arrived at the falls a little before 4 
o’clock. I began to weaken a littie and 
drank one or two glusses of whisky to brace 
me uf. ben Ledger and Harding went 
down to the foot of we falls, and Jarrold, 
McCarthy, and I went over to Cedar island, 
where my suit was, and they began to dress 
me. My legs were wrapped in cotton batting 
on the outside of my trousers. Then the 
rubber trousers were put on and the legs of 
these stuffed with litwe rubber bags inflated 
witb air. en I put op my rubber jacket, 
and MeCarthy biew it up. 

“Atter I had got dressed 1 felt so weak I 
could hardly stand, so lay down on the grass 
and tney gave me some more whisky. They 
began to get imputieat, as it was growing 
light and they did not want to be seen there, 
as they would get arrested. I lay therea 
few minutes longer and nen slid into the 
water. I had a paddle in my hand and tried 
to paddle out to the center. I had just start- 
ed when | jound my neck strap was too tight, 
und tried to turn back, but it was too late. 

It seemed an hour before 1 reached the 
brink of the falis, but it was only three min- 
utes, they say, from the time I left the bank. 
If I ever ‘prayed in my life I prayed then. 
Every prayer Jever heard came back to my 
mind. I thought of my iriends and enemies, 
and iflcoula have got out of the water I 
would bavé given everything lever owned. 

„ When I got to the brink the paddle was 
yanked outof my hand. and I just remember 
going over. Then 1 must have fainted or 
something. When 1 struck the foam I re- 
gained consciousness and then lost my 
senses agaip, and don’t remember anything 
more until | came to lying out on the bank. 

“I didn’t bieed so much as it was said 1 
did—not over half a pint. They gave me 
more whisky and Harding ran off to get a 
cab. The ‘others took off my clothes and 
dressed me in my dry ones. Ledger was 
the man who pulled me out. He had a rope 
about 200 féet lone tiea around his waist and 
he jumped in whiie Harding: held the rope on 
the shore to pull us out. By the time Hard- 
ing got b McCarthy and Jarroild had

TO DISFRANCHISE THE WHITE MEN, 


Trouble Threatened in Tishomingo, Chick- 
asaw Nation, Over an Election. 

Littte Rock, Ark., Sept. 8.—{Special.]— 
It is learned tonight that affairs in Tisho- 
mingo are in a critical condition. The 
trouble grows out of a contest in the Chick- 
asaw legislature, which convened at that 
town last Monday. in August tive members 
of the legislature were elected in Parrolla, 
Pickens, Pontotoc, and Tishomingo counties 
respectively. Two tickets were run in each 
county, one representing the national or 
Byro and the other the progressive or Guy 
party. Byro, the leader of the former, is 
now governor of tne Chickasaw nation. The 
Guy party elected twelve of the twenty 
representatives, winning a substantial vic- 
tory. Upon the legislature is empowered the 
duty of canvassing the returns and deciaring 
who are the members elect. The Byro mem- 
bers decline to canvass the returns from 
Parrolia county, which elected five Guy men, 
tour of whom are white. The ground of re- 
fusa] is that illegal white votes were cast in 
that county. The Guy men claim that it is 
the only county where white adopted citi- 
zens were allowed to vote, and that in the 
other counties they were intimidated and 
driven trom the polls by the full- 
bloods. The ilifeeling is further aug- 
mented by the introduction of a bill 
in the legisiature which proposes 
to disfranchise all the white adepted citizens. 
Under the existing statutes a white man who 
has married a Chickasaw woman is a citizen 
in every respect and can vote and hold office. 
The bill in question takes away all these 
privileges. itis 1 opposed, These, in 
brief, are the causes of the present trouble. 
It is generally believed at Tishomingo that 
the government will be obliged to interfere 
in order. to prevent a conflict between the 
contending parties. :

Five 
members of the Eighty-seventh New York, in- 
cluding myself, were on the left of the One Hun- 
dred and Pitth Pennsy!vania; no firing in front of 
us; was @ little rise of ground in front, hardly 
enough to call a hill. with cabin in the rise, and 
fruit trees; went up and filled my haversack 
with halfripe pears; came back and gave them 
to the boys; st then called to attention, or- 
dered to tix bayonets and lie down; took out of 
my pocket some old book I had picked up iu a 
house on the way two or three days before; 
enemy opened on us with artillery; could see the 
smoke only; shot mostly went over us; after half 
adozen shot a shell exploded over my head; 
was living on my stomach and ducked 
my head; shell took one leg off and shattered the 
other; Lawrence was on one side and the ser- 
geant major of the One Hundred and Fifth Penn- 
sylvania on the other. The sergeant major ex- 
claimed: My God, see that poor fellow with 
both legs off. The two Sproules, Lawrence, and 
a member of my company, 1 think George Har- 
rington, carried me to the rear; hadn't gone 
more than 500 yards when there was heavy vol- 
ley firing; was carried to a piece of timber and 
had my legs amputated by surgeons of the Sev- 
enth Virginia. The boys again started for the 


rear; the rebels had turned our line; took me to 


a house and put me inside and gave mea can- 
teen of water. Three minutes afterward the 
rebels were in the house. After ten days was 
paroled and taken to Fairfax Seminary hospital 
and there discharged. 

Tanner was closely questioned in regard to 
the charge that he was a straggier at the 
time he was wounded, and he admitted that 
only thirty or forty men were in the company 
when it marched from Bristow to Bull Run, 
with neither colors nor commissioned officers. 
The company had been ordered to join the 
One Hundred and Fifth Pennsylvania. As 
Tanner testified, *‘All but five of us faaed 
away,“ although he could not explain how 
twenty-five or thirty-five men faded away 
from five men. He testified that he was the 
only man wounded on that line. He made no 
effort to find the rest of his company. 

Onamore elaborate record Tanner has 
paraded for years, but his comrades in Broox- 
Iyn have found no more exact details than he 
gave at the court martial of Comrade J * 


WANTED TO BE “GENTLEMEN FARMERS.” 


English Boys Led to Believe Tilling the Soil 
Is Fan in america. 

Croar. Rapips, Ia., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 
There are in this city more than a score of 
boys who have been duped by English firms 
and out of from $250 to §500 
for the privilege of working a 
year in this country on a farm. 
Through the confession of Percy Cook, 16 
years old, who was recently vlaced by a local 
agent, the matter came to light. Fully 
twenty young men now in lucrative positions 
came to this country under the impression 
that they were to become ‘‘ gentlemen farm- 
ers in a year. 

Ford, Rathbone & Co. of No. 21 Finsbury 
pavement, London, E. C., England, duped 
most of these boys. Operations began in 
1880, and the firm undertook to pro- 
vide “practical instruction in farming in 
Canada. the United States of America, and 
Tasmania for gentlemen’s sons who can pay 
from £50 to 4150.“ Agents led the boys to 
believe they would have little work and 
much sport. They found the hardest work 
and a total absence of luxuries. United States 
Commissioner Hobbs of Dubuque has been 
appealed to K Deputy United States 
Marshal L. M. Healy of this city and the 
commissioner has declared the business to 
be in violation of the contract labor law, 
each offense calling fora fine of not less 
than $500. The marshal will proceed against 
the local. agents who have n receiving 
fees for finding places for the boys.

John Sutton, in Behalf of Himself and 
Other Stockholders, Asks to Have Judg- 
ments Against the Company Set Aside— 
James J. West Fes Another Bill in the 
“Times” Litigation— Willoughby & Hill 
Sued for $10,000 Damages—Other Court 
Items. 


John Sutton, the owner of 616 shares of 
the Paiace hotel company’s stock, has filed a 
bill on his own behalf and that of other stock- 


holders to set aside two judgments for 82,800 and 


$2,666 confessed by the company in tavor of Loyal 
L. Smith of Omaha. Mr. Sutton claims that the 
judgments were without consideration and were 
assigned to Smith by Charles P. Newberry and 
Mary A. Lowe, wife of Paul E. Lowe, who 
adopted this plan in pursuance of a fraudulent 
scheme. Sutton alleges that the directors held 
a meeting at which each presented a pretended 
claim against the company. The board as a 
whole aliowed the fictitious claims of each of 
the directors and gave them judgment notes 
which are said to have been without censidera- 
tion. The directors are said to have had no in- 
terest whatever in the company, having been 
made directors by Mr. Gambie for the purpose 
of fulfilling the requirements of corporations. 
Sutton asks that the affairs of the company, 
which are already in the federal courton several 
suits, be wound up; that the judgments to Smitn 
be set aside, a new receiver appointed in place 
of E. B. Sherman, and a decree entered direct- 
ing the assets bt the company to be sold for the 
deserving creditors and stockholders.

GATHERED IN THE CREAM CITY. 


Gambling Effectually Stopped in Milwau- 
kee—Survivors of the Lady Elgin. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 8.—[ Special.] —The 
raid on the gambling houses last night effect- 
ually stopped gambling in Milwaukee, at 
least during Mayor Brown’s administrauon. 
“The mayor. says there shall be no public 


gambling in this city while he is mayor, and 
I intend that nis determination shall be 
strictly carried out,” said Chiet of Police 


Janssen today.
